A FRENCH StJA.Po.VtT. Juno 27.—The second contingent of 


American troops arrived and disembarked this morning. 


The troops knitted amid the frfintli cheers of the people, 


who had gathered for hours before in anticipation of duplicating 
yesterday's surprise. Enthusiasm rose to fever pitch when it 
was learned that the transports and convoys had successfully 
passed the submarine zone. The port was speedily bellagged in 
honor of the occasion. 


All the troops now arrived were transferred today to a camp 


not distant from this point, where Major General William L,. 
Sibert is installed. Thence they probably will go soon to a, point 
near the front. Alt the troops are In excellent shape, enthusias- 
tic over the successful trip and their reception, and are eager 
tor action.
